BIG STEMMERY WILL 
GPEN FOR WORK ON 
MONDAY M0RNIN6 

Announcement That It. J. Reynolds 
Tobacco Company Will Open Stem- 
raery Plant Is Good Newt to 
the Unemployed. 

Mr. George Ballou, manager of the 
It. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company's 
local plant, announced today that tho 
company's stemmery will open for full 
operation on next Monday giving em- 
ployment to ncores of people In and 
about Maysvllle who are now out of 
employment. 

With the closing of the loose leaf 
warehouses many people In this city 
were thrown out of employment and 
things began to look pretty blue to 
thoso who aro absolutely dependent 
upon their week's work for food to 
carry them through the next week. 
This announcement, however, brings a 
ray of light and relieves conditions 
considerably In Maysvllle. The stem- 
mery will give cmploymcn to men, wo- 
men, boys and girls, over sixteen years 
of age, both white and colored. They 
have much work on hand to be done 
and there Is every assurance that the 
plant will operate continuously giv- 
ing employment to many throughout 
tho summer months. 

Working conditions at this plant 
aro as good as can he found In any 
similar plant in the Southland and 
when the plant Is opened on next Mon- 
day morning, tho management should 
experience no trouble in procuring all 
of the workmen they nre needing at 
this tlmo. 

PROHIBITION IS MOST' 
VIOLATED OF LAWS 

Judge Kerr Says Prohibition Is the 
Most Violated L»W In 
Nation's History. 



Lexington, Ky.. April 5. — Prohibi- 
tion so far has failed to bring any 
marked reduction In crime Judge 
Charles Kerr, Fayette Circuit Court, 
declared Monday in charging the 
urand jury. 

"Some time In the future, there may 
bo a reduction," tho Judge said, "but 
it doesn't exist now. There Is some 
reason for It. There never was a law 
so much violated ns the prohibition 
law. Men violate the prohibition law 
who couldn't he Induced to violate any 
nther law. 

"Men who never took a drink bo- 
fore In their lives will go further to 
K ct one now than they would to escape 
tho penitentiary. 

"One law, If thus violated, breeds 
violation of other laws. Think of the 
murders and manslaughters you know 
have been committed In this country 
through violation of the liquor laws." 

The Judge declared the state courts 
havo Jurisdiction In violations of the 
prohibition law and told the Jury vio- 
lations should not be shifted to the 
Federal courts. 

Tho Jury was also directed to in- 
vesti';ate the parking of automobiles, 
wIVi curtain* up. on the county roads. 

"The automobile Industry this 
siring Is Just a little livelier than It 
ever was before." he said. "There Is 
hardly a road where any number of 
automobiles arc not strung out."

SPEAKING OF BALANCES. 

An ingenious French writer undertakes to offset the debt of over 
$3,000,000,000 owed by his country to the United States by a counter 
claim of 90,000,000,000 francs alleged to be due France on account of 
aid she extended to this country in the Revolution. The total is 
reached by computing compound interest- United States Treasury 
officials say there is no record of such a claim on file, but even if it 
were a legitimate debt it furnishes no parallel to the money loans 
made by the United States to France in the World War. 

France was at war with England at the time nf the Revolution 
and her action in sending troops to our aid was largely dictated by a 
desire to strike another blow at the English rather than merely to aid 
the Ame.-cans to gain their independence. Likewise France was at 
war with Germany in 1917, but our action in sending troops to Europe 
was not so much to aid France ns it was to strike a blow at the Ger- 
mans. If France cares to put in a claim for what she did for America 
in the Revolution, the United States can put in a claim for what we 
did for France in the World War. The balance would be a tremen- 
dous credit in favor of this country, leaving the debt of France to 
the United States on account of loans still unaccounted for.

Quite a good deal of excitement was 
created lu Falmouth und vicinity Sun- 
day night about 8 o'clock, when a 
flock of wild geese circled over the 
city. It seemed that the glare of the 
electric light blinded the geese and 
they circled over the city for an hour 
or more. At times they flew not more 
than twenty-five meet above the earth 
and their piping could be heard con- 
siderable distance. Several men tried 
to kll lthe geese, but were unsuccess- 
ful, as they would not bo seen suf- 
ficiently well from tho ground to make 
u good target. The flight of the wild 
geese in this section of the country is 
unusual, although in the eastern and 
northern sections they are quite com- 
mon. The geeso winter in Southern 
climes, and in summer migrate to the 
Northern luke country, which is a 
good feeding ground for them.— Fal- 
mouth Outlook.

Thirteen Vegetables In Early Garden 
Plantings. 

Thirteen garden vegetables may be 
planted during tho first part of April, 
according to Prof. A. J. Olney, of the 
horticultural department of the State 
College of Agriculture These In- 
cludo early potatoes, garden peas, 
beets, carrots, turnips, parsnips, sal- 
sify, radishes, lettuce, early cabbage 
plants, cauliflower plants, kohl rabbi, 
and onion seeds or sets. 

Several good varieties are available 
for each of these vegetables but some 
of the best ones have been found to be 
Irish Cobbler or Early Ohio potatoes, 
Little Marvel peas. Detroit Dark Red 
beets. Hollow Crown parsnips, Sand- 
wich Island salsify, Icecicle radishes. 
Early Jersey Wakefield cabbage 
plants, Henderson Snowball cauli- 
flower and Purple Top Strap Leaf 
turnips. Either white or yellow on- 
ion sets give good results while South- 
port Yellow Glove has been found to 
bo a good variety of sed. Improved 
Hanson, Black Seed Simpson or Grand 
Rapids are each good varieties of let- 
tuce seed. Oanbers Chnntenary has 
been found to be a good variety of 
carrot stfed. 

• According to Prof. Olney, the gar- 
den should he plowed as soon ns the 
soil conditions permit care being 
taken to see that the ground Is not too 
wet. It Is generally desirable to plant 
onions, beets and carrots In narrow 
rows 15 or lfi inches nnart white cab- 
hago plants, potatoes and peas should 
be planted in rows about three feet 
apart which allows for horse eultl- 
vation. 

Asparagus Crop Offers Opportunity 
For Profit. 

In spite of the fact that asparagus 
is not grown extensively In the state 
at the present time the crow Is one 
that Is easily produced and one which 
can be profitably raised under present 
conditions, according to Circular No. 
68 published by the Extension Divi- 
sion o fthe State College of Agricul- 
ture. The publication which contains 
complet edetalls concerning the pro- 
duction of this crop may be obtained 
free by writing the Experiment Sta- 
tion, Lexington. 

Plenty of Feed Makes Best Colt. 

A colt Is "made' 'from the time it Is 
two months old until It Is weaned at 
six. months of age and If stunted dur- 
ing Hint time will never fully recover, 
according to Professor W, S. Ander- 
son, of the State College of Agricul- 
ture, who recommends that the young 
animal be taught to eat grain with 
Its mother and given all Its can eat 
The matter of proper feeding of the 
colt Is given first Importance by the 
animal husbandry specialist. 

Prior to the time that the young 
animal begins to eat grain the mother 
should be receiving a varied diet con- 
sisting of corn, osts, V 
oil meal with all the g 
ture that she needs to 



Ish her offspring. Care should be tak- 
on to see that she Is not put to work 
too soon. 

When the mare muBt go to work the 
colt may be left to run with other 
foals or confined In a box stall. At 
noon or night the mare should bo 
rested and cooled a few minutes be- 
fore tho foal Is allowed with her. 

Handling the coal from tho early 
part of Its life wll laccustom the 
youngster to this and make It easier 
to broak him to lead which should bo 
done beforo he Is weaned. 
April Best Time to Son Spring Alfalfa 

Spring seeding of alfalfa Is mosl 
likely to be successful If done In April 
according to members of the soils and 
crops department of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Weeds are not 
so trouglesome then und tho young 
plants have an opportunity to becomo 
established before their arrival. Early 
preparation of the seed bed Is deslr 
able in spring seeding o fthe crop. 

The rate of sedlng generally prac 
ticed In Kentucky Is from fifteen to 
twenty pounds an acre. Under excep- 
tionally favorable conditions a good

BUSINESSCONNTIONS 
ARE MUCH IMPROVED 
SAYS INVESTIGATOR 

Increase In Confidence In Shown and 
Building Is limning, Experts 
Report Shown. 

Baltimore, Md., April 5. — David P. 
Houston, former Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, In analyzing a country-wide sur- 
vey of Industrial, financial, agricultur- 
al and other economic conditions, de- 
clares that "tho bltf national question 
Is taxation with pence settlement and 
international trade next." 

The survey, made In all of the geo- 
graphical divisions of the United 
States by field agents of the Fidelity 
and Deposit Company of this city, con- 
sisted of answers to 36 questions by 
farmers, bankers, manufacturers and 
public officials. An Interesting feature 
of the statistics Is that In every sec- 
tion excopt New England and tho 
Rocky Mountain states, building oper- 
ations show a mnrked Increase. Gen- 
eral conditions In every state were 
reported "good" and raw materials 
plentiful. Savings accounts, the sur- 
vey showed, Increased in 1ft states. 

In every state the concensus of opin- 
ion was that the farmers have not dis- 
posed of all their lost season's crops. 
Low prices and shortage of money and 
labor are said to have caused a reduc- 
tion in acreage In all states except 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Ne- 
braska and the Pacific Coast states. 
The crop outlook for 1921, however, In 
every case, was reported fair or good. 

"The survey Indicates that the busi- 
ness world Is still feeling Its way, but 
with increasing confidence and with 
tho conviction that the worst has 
passed." said former Secretary Hous- 
ton. "The country has successfully 
borne the strain caused by a most not- 
able drop In prices, particularly of a 
vast volume of raw materials, and has 
weathered a trying period of liquida- 
tion. 

"This survey does point to certain 
favorable domestic conditions. The 
cost of living has appreciably dimin- 
ished. Building operations In a num- 
ber of districts tend to Increase. There 
have recently been no strikes of con- 
sequence. Greater productivity of la- 
bor per man Is reported from all dis- 
tricts. Raw materials are plentiful, 
md physical transportation conditions 
•'.re good. There have been no busi- 
ness failures of moment. The crop 
outlook Is satisfactory; and tho bank- 
ing situation has Improved."
